To keep this sort of organi- 
zation running from the em- 
barkation ports in Europe to 


the new houses and huts in 


Israel two things are needed: 
adequate funds and vast ex- 
perience. 

The staff of the Absorption 
Department, which reached 
3,000 people during the peak 
immigration period, dwindled 
to 600 during the lull. There 
remained a nucieus of men 
and women who had been ac- 
tive in absorption. work all 
through the hectic years.
